Southwood nabbed 

Deputies with the Breathitt County Sheriff’s Offiee ar¬ 
rested Leslie Southwood Friday night at his residenee in the 
Clayhole eommunity. 

Breathitt County Sheriff Ray Clemons said that Deputies 
Brant Noble and Marvin Reed arrested Southwood, 47, who 
had eseaped from jail June 26, without ineident. He had been 
eonsidered armed and dangerous. 

Clemons said he had reeeived a telephone tip around 10:30 
p. m. from a person he trusted that Southwood was at his resi¬ 
denee putting down a rug. 

He said that he and the two deputies drove near the resi¬ 
denee. He stayed with the vehieles while the deputies went to 
the house. They looked in a window, and saw Southwood on 
the floor working on the rug. They then broke through the rear 
door. Southwood’s female eompanion, Diane Short, sereamed, 
but the deputies were able to apprehend Southwood. He was 
not armed. 

Clemons said that he and the deputies transported South- 
wood to the Jaekson Poliee Department. Kentueky State 
Poliee then transported him to the Three Forks Regional Jail 
in Beattyville. 

Southwood had eseaped from the jail at Beattyville by elimb- 
ing a 12-foot tall metal pole in the exereise yard. 

He was eonsidered dangerous by poliee beeause of previous 
eneounters with law enforeement involving weapons. 

Southwood was serving 20 years for a probation violation. 
He was originally eonvieted of a 2008 arson. His probation 
violation stemmed from being arrested in Perry County in May 
for DUI, earrying a eoneealed deadly weapon and possession 
of a eontrolled substanee. 

While poliee were pursuing him in May, they followed him 
to a wooded area near Clayhole. Shots were fired at offieers, 
and a gun battle ensued between them and an unknown shooter. 
Jeffery Lynn Southwood, a brother to Leslie Southwood, was 
shot and killed during the shootout. 

In June, Southwood was senteneed to a year for assaulting 
his mother, Katherine Southwood in February. She said he had 
hit her in the faee several times, hit other parts of her body and 
shoved her. She said she fled from him on an ATV beeause he 
was in possession of a handgun. 


Owsley leads area 
in cold cases 




Uwsley County leads the 
area in the number of eold 
ease murders, aeeording to the 
Kentueky State Poliee. 

State Poliee reeords show 
there are six open eold eases 
from Owsley County, eom- 
pared with three from Estill, 
three from Powell, two from 
Breathitt and one from Jaek¬ 
son. There are no sueh eases 
for Lee and Wolfe eounties. 

The Owsley County eold 
eases are: Danny MeDaniel, 
37 of Booneville, found shot 
to death on September 19, 
2002 at his residenee on the 
County Line Road, eight miles 
north of Booneville. 

Daniel “Whitey” Mayes, 23 
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of Booneville, shot to death on 
Mareh 24, 1997 at a residenee 
onKY 1768, seven miles south 
of Booneville. 

Brenda Sue Davidson, 28, 
and Miehael Dale Davidson, 
27, of Water Street in Boon¬ 
eville, found shot to death on 
November 6, 1988 at their 
residenee. 

Perry A. Clark, 35 ofNieho- 
lasville, was shot along with a 
friend on September 27,1987, 
while eanoeing on the South 
Fork of the Kentueky River. 
The loeation was just inside 
Owsley County at the Clay 
County line, 11 miles south of 
Booneville near Bishop Bend 
Road. Both vietims were am¬ 
bushed and shot by unknown 
assailant(s) from the bank of 
the river. Clark died at the 
seene. The other vietim was 
able to eseape and survived 
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County approves tourism board, tax 


The Lee County Fiseal 
Court Monday agreed to form 
a tourism eommission and to 
impose a three pereent room 
tax on motels and eabins. The 
revenue from the tax would be 
used to hire a tourism direetor 
and to advertise the eounty. 

Linda Smith proposed the 
tax and eommission. She said 
that Lee County is falling be¬ 
hind other eounties that have 
adopted room taxes to attraet 
more visitors. “We have no 
funds to promote tourism,” 
she said. 

She said the tourism direetor 
eould be part-time, and would 
be seleeted by the eommission. 
The eommission would be 
made up of a person nominat¬ 
ed from the eounty, one from 
the eity, one from the ehamber 
of eommeree, three from the 
motels and eabins, and one 
from the restaurants. 

Judge/Exeeutive Steve 
Mays said that 95 pereent of 
the people who would pay the 
room tax are from out of the 
eounty. 

Smith said she had proposed 
the eommission and the tax 
several times, but had been 
turned down. The last time, 
she said, was in 2007. 

Magistrate Tim Brandenburg 
said he was in favor of the pro¬ 
posal, but that if it did not work 
after four years it eould be 
voted out. Magistrate Everett 
Lee Marshall said he also was 
in favor of the proposal. 

A unanimous vote approved 
the proposal. Mays said that

The Lee County Fiseal 
Court has lost a elaim before 
the Kentueky Court of Appeals 
that a road it said was a eounty 
road is in faet not one. 

In question was a road 
on property that runs along 
the Kentueky River and up 
Walker’s Creek. James Cham¬ 
bers, Darlene Chambers and 
Geneivive Campbell Brewer 
own the property. 

The Chambers and Brewer 
had elosed the property after 
they bought it in 1989. In 2006 
the fiseal eourt wanted it open, 
saying that it ineluded a part 
of a eounty road. Horse rid¬ 
ers had requested the eounty 
aetion. 

Last year, Speeial Judge 
Daniel Sparks ruled in favor of 
the landowners, saying that the 
eounty had no elaim. He also 
ruled that a 1990 fiseal eourt 
deelaration that all roads to 
eemeteries or with two or more 
houses on them were eounty 
roads was invalid. 

Sparks found that the deed 
of the property made no refer- 
enee to a eounty road; there 
were no eemeteries or fami¬ 
lies served by the road; and, 
that the eounty had “failed to 
follow the Eminent Domain 
Aet of Kentueky and other 
Kentueky statutes in adopting 
the disputed roads.” 

After losing that ease, the 
fiseal eourt appealed to the 
state Court of Appeals, say- 
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would serve as the first reading 
of the tax. 

Also during Monday’s regu¬ 
lar monthly meeting, the eourt 
approved the five members of 
the revitalized eounty ethies 
board.

Land leaves middle school 


Lee County Middle Sehool 
Prineipal Gina Land has re¬ 
signed from that position to 
take on the job as aeademie 
eoaeh at Beattyville Elemen¬ 
tary and South Side Elemen¬ 
tary sehools. 

Superintendent James Ev¬ 
ans, Jr., shared that informa¬ 
tion with members of the Lee 
County Sehool Board Tuesday 
night. He said that interviews 
would be eondueted July 25 to 
find a replaeement for Land. 

Also during Tuesday night’s 
regular sehool board meeting, 
temporary approval was given 
to partieipation in a federal 
program that would provide 
free meals to ehildren without 
their parents having to request 


them. Breakfast and luneh 
would be available to all 
Lee County students without 
eharge. 

The program, known Com¬ 
munity Eligibility Option, is 
aimed at those distriets that 
have a high pereentage of 
households that reeeive food 
stamps. It was announeed in 
June by the U. S. Department 
of Agrieulture. Kentueky, 
Tennessee and Illinois are 
the first states to have the 
program. 

Loeal distriets must still pay 
for the differenee between the 
federal reimbursement and 
the total eost of operating the 
program. 

Evans suggested that the 


board approve the program 
on a temporary basis until it 
knows if aeeepting it affeets 
other federal funding. 

Board Chair William Ow¬ 
ens said that Title 1 and other 
federal funding is based on the 
number of free and redueed 
lunehes provided. If that 
information is not available, 
the other funding eould be 
affeeted.

The City of Beattyville 
ended the fiseal year with its 
general fund over $23,400 in 
the red, but that is a far ery from 
the $133,206 loss reeorded at 
the end of the previous fiseal 
year.

There¬ 
fore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature, old things 
are passed away, behold all 
things are become new. 

When the spirit of God 
draws us and we repent of 
our sins, and mea it from 
our hearts, there’s a change 
that takes place on the inside 
of us. We feel washed clean 
and we feel that spirit that 
comes in our being, and we 
feel like a new person, the 
love of God comes in our 
hearts, and we want to shout 
to the whole world that we are 
saved.

PRESCHOOLERS THROWN A CURVE 


The refractive error known 
as “astigmatism” (a distortion 
in the curve in the cornea that 
can blur near and distance vi¬ 
sion) is commonly displayed 
in children during the first 
year of life. After that, as the 
eye matures and infants begin 
using their eyes more, the astig¬ 
matism abates. However, this 
is not always necessarily the 
case. While previous studies 
have indicated that astigmatism 
is very common among Native 
Americans, recent research 
reveals that the refractive error 
is also relatively widespread 
among Hispanic preschoolers. 
While no one can say for sure 
why the incidence of astigma¬ 
tism varies along ethnic lines, 
the study underscores the value 
of having eye evaluations be a 
part of infants’ and preschool¬ 
ers’ routine wellness visits. 

Astigmatism is very com¬ 
mon. The exact reason for 
differences in corneal shape 



remains unknown, but the ten¬ 
dency to develop astigmatism 
is inherited.
